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Curtiss Promotes 
Dr. W. Nesbit Fleming 


DR. W. NESBIT FLEMING, Curtiss 
Breeding Service Technical Director 
since 1973, has been promoted to 
Director of Production and Research. 
In his newly-created post, he will 
assume management responsibility for 
all operations at the Curtiss Produc- 
tion Center in Elburn, Ill., and join 
Curtiss President Glenn W. Pirrong’s 
six-man Executive Committee. 

Fleming received his Doctor’s de- 
gree at Virginia Polytechnic Institute 
and State University, where he studied 
under Dr. R. G. Saacke — internation- 
ally prominent semen scientist. Earlier, 
he worked two years as research 
assistant to Dr. R. L. Rabb at North 
Carolina State University and six 
months as a graduate research assistant 
in Dairy Science at Virginia Polytech- 
nic Institute. From 1967 to 1973, he 
was a teaching assistant at V.P.I.—in- 
structing both graduate and undergrad- 
uate students in cytology and repro- 
ductive physiology. 

Fleming, a North Carolina native, 
received his B.S. degree from North 
Carolina State in 1967 and his M.S. 
from V.P.1.’s Department of Dairy 
Science two years later. While pursuing 
his Doctorate, with a major in 
physiology and a minor in nutrition, 
he was the recipient of a Department 
of Health, Education and Welfare 
bio-medical traineeship. 

Since joining Curtiss, he has as- 
sumed responsibility for all semen 
processing and packaging functions, 
served on NAAB scientific committees 
and developed a national reputation as 
a public speaker. In addition, he 
spearheaded research which led to a 
much-improved method of thawing 
semen stored in French Straws 
through the use of a warm water bath. 

Curtiss, a Division of Searle Agricul- 
ture, Inc., is internationally recognized 
as an innovative leader in the artificial 
insemination of both dairy and beef 
cattle. Semen from more than 300 top 
bulls of 23 different breeds is made 
readily available to herd owners 
through the worldwide distribution 
organization of more than 1,500 
persons.

MAURICE SHELDON PRESCOTT 
Dean Of Dairy Journal Editors - Civic Leader 


MAURICE S. PRESCOTT, 83, San- 
dy Creek, N.Y., died Saturday, Octo- 
ber 16, in the House of the Good 
Samaritan following a brief illness. He 
had been at work until three days 
before his death. 

Mr. Prescott was born December 
24, 1893 at Hastings, N.Y., a son of 
Homer and Helen Wadsworth Prescott. 
He graduated from Sandy Creek High 
School in 1910 and from Cornell 
University College of Agriculture, 
Ithaca, N.Y. in 1912. 

Maurice married Flora E. Stone of 
Sandy Creek on October 20, 1913 and 
they would have observed their 63rd 
Wedding Anniversary on Wednesday. 

He became editor and part owner 
of the Holstein-Friesian World at the 
age of 21 in December 1913 and the 
headquarters of the publication have 
been in the Lacona-Sandy Creek area 
since that time. At the time of his 
death he was still active as editor of 
the Holstein-Friesian World; his son, 
William Theodore Prescott is pub- 
lisher; his son-in-law Robert H. 
Hastings is executive editor, and Joel 
P. Hastings is one of the associate 
editors of the World. 

Mr. Prescott was honored by Dairy 
Shrine Club in 1963 and his portrait 
hangs in the Dairy Hall of Fame, 
Hoard’s Dairyman, Fort Atkinson, 
Wisconsin. As the dean of journal 
editors, he exerted a powerful influ- 
ence through the editorial pages of the 
Holstein-Friesian World in bringing 
about improvement in many phases of 
the dairy industry. 

Maurice wrote the Holstein-Friesian 
History and in 1922 he organized and 
started publishing the All-American 
Holstein-Friesian Selection program, 
which has since been adopted by other 
dairy breed associations. 

In 1963 he received two other 
honors. The New York State Holstein- 
Friesian Association made him Guest 
of Honor at its annual meeting and his 
portrait hangs in their new office 
building at Ithaca, New York. He was 
for 56 years a member of this organi- 
zation and was one of the key mem- 
bers of its milk and legislative commit- 
tees. 

In June, 1963, he was presented a 
plaque at the Annual Convention of 
the Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America in honor of his 50 years of 
service. 

The Holstein-Friesian Association 
of Canada honored Mr. Prescott in 
1956 with a certificate of superior 


accomplishment for excellent services 
rendered to the Holstein-Friesian 
breed and to the livestock industry of 
Canada. 


Maurice served one term as Mayor 
of the Village of Lacona and for 21 
years he was on the Sandy Creek 
Board of Education. He was a 60-year 
member of the Sandy Creek Masonic 
Lodge, was a member of the St. James 
Episcopal Church, Pulaski, and a char- 
ter member, and former director of 
the Dairy Shrine Club. 


It has been the Managing Editor’s 
privilege to have known Maurice, his 
wife Flora, and their family for over 
50 years. Maurice was a man, highly 
respected for his integrity and sense of 
fair play. He was highly respected in 
the dairy industry and his contribu- 
tions to the Holstein breed and its 
breeders will long be remembered. 

Maurice is survived by his wife 
Flora; a son, Ted, whose wife Harriet 
died October 1; three daughters, Mrs. 
Ralph N. Kelps, Mrs. Carl D. Arnold, 
both of San Francisco, Calif., and Mrs. 
Robert H. Hastings, Sandy Creek; 11 
grandchildren and_ six _ great- 
grandchildren.

MERCHANDISING is a big field and plays a big part in 
your business. It is especially important to the breeders of 
registered cattle. 

Pay attention to creating better public relations. Have 
confidence in your program, keep complete accurate records 
— then use them. It is important that you build a reputation 
for fair, honest dealings. Develop a responsibility toward 
your clients. Know your herd, and stand back of the cattle 
you sell. A reputation for fair dealing will carry you a long 
way. Don’t hesitate to make good on the sale of an animal 
that may have proved to be a non-breeder, or that went 


wrong for some other reason for which you may have been 
responsible. 


CUSTOMERS ARE IMPORTANT 


There probably isn’t a merchant or a salesman in your 
hometown who doesn’t advertise his products with signs and 
attractive displays. Restaurants, motels, stores, gas stations, 
etc., all spend money to let you know they are in business. 
They know that customers are important and they do 
something about getting them to want what they have for 
sale. Many of these merchants do not have the investment 
that dairymen do in their business. Think of the investment 
you have in your farm in cattle, farm machinery, fertilizer, 
pastures, crops, equipment and land. What are you doing to 
capitalize on your investment? Do you even have a farm sign 
that advertises your business? A farm sign is a year-round 
beacon that continually focuses its spotlight on the fact that 
you are breeding Guernseys. No other businessman with the 
investment that a dairy farmer has would dare to overlook 
the possibility of telling prospective buyers how to find his 

lace. 
: Good salesmanship, like good cows, good management, 
good feeding and good harvesting practices, is important to 
the breeder of registered cattle. 

Competition for sales is keen. The difference between 
profit and loss in some herds of registered cattle may well 
hinge on the ability to make sales. In some cases, a herd may 
be just as good or even better than the neighbor’s herd, but if 
that neighbor is doing a better job of selling and merchan- 
dising, much of the hard work and improvement done by you 
may be lost or overshadowed. 

One of the first requirements of good salesmanship is to 
know your prospects. If you know your prospects and their 
needs you are in a better position to sell. 

Study the operations of other breeders of registered and 
grade Guernseys. Know their herds, know what they want 
and need to help them improve their herds, then do 


something about it.

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WHY BULL CLASSES WERE ELIMINATED 


at the 
NATIONAL GUERNSEY SHOW 


THE 1976 NATIONAL Guernsey Show marked the first 
time, so far as is known, that bull classes have been 


eliminated from a National dairy breed show in modern 
times in the U.S. 


The questionable value of showing bulls, from a genetic 
standpoint, has been debated for many years within the 
total dairy cattle industry. When the Type Committee 
recommended and the Board of The American Guernsey 
Cattle Club approved, the move in 1975 to be effective 
with the 1976 National Guernsey Show, the Guernsey 
breed thus became the first breed to make this constructive 


departure from ineffective tradition. The deletion also 
includes bull classes in the All-American contest. 

When the decision was announced, it drew favorable 
response from the industry generally. The first National 
Guernsey Show without bull classes has been completed 
and the favorable response has been overwhelmingly 
confirmed. The following review of champions from the 
National Show, over the past three decades, leaves little 
argument relative to the futility of continued appearance of 
bulls in the show-ring. Although this presents the facts for 
only the Guernsey breed, similar evidence from other dairy 
breeds would not be surprising.

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YOUNG SIRE IDENTIFICATION 


The need for sampling more young sires in the Guernsey breed has been established. Early identification of prospective young sires for 
sampling is also essential, 

As an aid in identifying prospective young sires, the Board of Directors, at.the November 1971 meeting, authorized the screening of 
registration applications as submitted to identify young sires meeting certain requirements and such a list be published monthly for 
applications received for the preceding month, 

The screening requirements for a young sire to appear on the list are: (a) his sire has a USDA Summary of a minimum of Plus 300 lbs, 
Predicted Difference for milk; (b) his maternal grandsire has a USDA Summary of a minimum of Plus 300 lbs, Predicted Difference for milk, 

The files are then checked for the dams of the young sires on this list for official classification ratings, official records and USDA Cow 
Index, A young sire out of a dam with a MINUS Index is not listed. 

Below is listed, in summary form, the (1) young sire’s name; (2) birth date; (3) name and address A recording owner; (4) name of sire and 
summary; (5) name of dam and what information is available in the Club’s files; (6) name of maternal grandsire and summary. 

The list is intended merely for identification through basic information to aid interested parties and owners to communicate if desired, 
No attempt has been made to determine if the young sire is still alive or still owned by the recording owner at the time of listing, Interested 
parties should contact the owner for specific information or more detailed information, Where a dam is listed “no data available,”’ this 
means no official data has been recorded in the Club’s files, which means DHIA records may be available from the owner, or, the dam is a 
young cow not yet classified, or.with a completed record in the files,

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How to prevent 


parasite damage 


in dairy cattle

Most cattle are tormented by one 
parasite or another for most of their lives. 
It has been estimated that internal 
parasites cause an annual loss of 
$161,000.000 every year and external 
parasites an annual loss of $756,000,000 
every year in the United States. A survey 
ol the parasite load of cattle in Maryland 
indicates that 90% of the herds in the 
State are infected with internal parasites. 

Parasites cause such losses as reduced 
growth rates, damaged hides, condemna- 
tion at slaughter, inefficient use of feed, 
lowered resistance to disease and un- 
necessary expenditures for drugs and 
treatments. Parasites come in many 
forms. There are coccidia, tapeworms, 
round worms, mites, lice, grubs, house 
flies, face flies, biting flies, punkies, horse 
flies. black flies, and mosquitoes. 

While parasites will always be a 
problem in animal agriculture, much of 
the damage they cause can be prevented. 
Here are a few suggestions to reduce this 
damage: 


1. Feed a good ration to all cattle, but 
especially calves, yearlings and older 
heifers. These are usually fed poor quality 
feed. and are the most susceptible to 
damage from internal parasites. 

2. Group animals according to age. 
Calves should be raised together, 
yearlings should be together, older heifers 
should be in their own pastures or pens, 
and the milk cows should be separate 
trom them. The older an animal gets the 
less susceptible it is to parasite infection. 
However, older animals can be carriers 
and infect the younger animals. 

3. Provide clean adequate housing for 
animals, avoid overcrowding, keep the 
manure cleaned out so that parasite eggs 
passed through the manure do not 
reinfect the animals. Never spread 
Manure On pastures or areas where 
animals are going to be. 

4. Keep the pens dry. Parasites do not 
survive well in dry environments. They 


need moist surroundings to continue 
their development. If pens are kept dry 
the life cycle is disrupted. 

5. Be sure that there is plenty of room in 
lots and do not overgraze on pasture. An 
animal that grazes too close is going to 
pick up more parasite larva. 

6. Check growing animals on the farm 
periodically for evidence of worms. If 
symptoms of worms appear damage has 
already been done. It is much better to 
have fecal samples checked to see if there 
are any worm eggs present. These checks 
for worm infections will prevent damage 
from occurring if followed by treatment 
when indicated. 

7. Routine treatment programs should 
be set up to prevent parasite damage. 
Such programs should include worming 
all calves at three months of age, and all 
heifers before they go to pasture in the 
spring. The heifers should be wormed 
again upon return from pasture in the 
fall. The program may also include the 
worming of dry cows. 

If your farm is one of those unusual 
ones where the cattle have no worm 
infections present, it is not necessary to 
worm them. However, to be sure, you 
should take fecal samples twice a year and 
have them checked by a veterinarian or 
an animal health laboratory. They can 
detect the presence of worm eggs tn the 
manure. 

All calves. yearlings and bred heifers 
that have been outside during the summer 
should be treated for grubs in November 
or December after the fly season is over. 
Milk-co'ws that are sprayed to prevent fly 
problems will usually not be infected by 
grubs. They should be watched carefully 
and if grub lesions develop treatment with 
rotenone dust should be started to prevent 
the grubs from hatching. 

The time and expense required to 
prevent losses from parasites will pay 
dividends in greater productivity from 
your cattle.

PERFORMANCE EVALUATION 


TOTAL PERFORMANCE EVALUATION is a new program, approved by the Board of Directors 
of The American Guernsey Cattle Club to become effective January 1, 1977. Referred to as TPE, 
the new program provides for the enroliment of a herd on a continuous DHIR testing and official 
Type Classification program with one entry application and one yearly fee for the total program. 


HOW TPE WORKS 


Herds enrolling in TPE will submit an application stating the number of registered Guernsey 
cows. All herds on TPE will receive the following: 

1. Official lactation summary mailed quarterly. 

2. News releases to local news outlets on cows producing 15,000, 16,000 or 17,000 as 2 yrs., 3 
yrs., or 4 yrs. and over, respectively; and National Class Leaders to all A.|. organizations and 
National news outlets. 

3. Cow awards — annual presentation of Liebers, Nyala-Bedford, Tarbell and New England 
GBA trophies. 

4. Herd awards — Gold Star Breeder and Gold Star Herd based on production, classification, 
breeding and health. 

5. Journal listing of the actual record of cows whose ME record is 115% of breed average or 
greater, and cows with 100,000 pounds milk in lifetime. 

6. Annual Production Leader booklet — lists all DHIR herd averages and national and state 
class leaders. 

7. Classifier’s report — copy of complete score, breakdown and remarks for each cow scored is 
left with the herd owner at time of classification. Classification is fully paid by TPE fees on 
an 18 month interval. 


ALSO AVAILABLE 


A. Performance Register at special rate of $15.00 per volume for herds on TPE or DHIR. 
B. USDA Sire Summaries on computer print as soon as possible from USDA at $5.00 each 
time processed, up to 1,000 bulls listed. 


RULES 


1. TPE will operate under existing DHIR and classification rules except for fees. 


FEES 


Fees for TPE shall be $4.00 per cow plus a $10.00 herd fee annually. Fees may be paid in three 
equal installments if the total annual fee exceeds $100.00. There is no fee for cows added to a 
herd during the year and no refund for cows removed.
